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Budget deficit plagues Romulus school district

A budget deficit of nearly $1.7 mil¬ 
lion has prompted the loss of 40 jobs 
and the closing of one school building 
according to Romulus Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Dr. William Bedell. 

“During the early 1980s, the school 
district severely suffered by decreas¬ 
ing state equalized land values and 
reduced state aid payments. These 
factors combined with high interest 
rates caused many problems,” Bedell 
said, explaining the present deficit. 

“Another thing,” said Bedell, "the 
district was unable to settle contracts 
with the unions. And when the con¬ 
tract was negotiated, the settlement 
included large retroactive payments' 
back to the staff which amounted to 
•about one mill of school tax money. 
This debt will be paid off in December 


1988. The fact is, we mortgaged the 
future.” 

He cited the six times voters denied 
a school operating millage. “If we had 
been successful two years earlier, the 
deficit picture would be considerably 
different,” he said. 

Current plans of the board of educa¬ 
tion include the reduction of 20-25 
teachers, one principal and several 
other staff members. 

The 5,250 students in the district 
have a staff ratio of 1-17, according to 
Bedell. “Our plan is to raise the ratio 
to 1-20. This reduction combined with 
certain program adjustments will 
greatly reduce the deficit,” he said. 

“We are considering reducing the 
elementary program and closing one 
elementary building. No firm deci¬ 
sion has been made on the school clos¬ 
ing,” he said, adding the school in 
question is Hayti on Beverly Road. 


“Because of the deficit problem, 
the probably is high these cuts will 
occur,” said Joel Carr, school finan¬ 
cial director. 

Carr noted the present budget is ba¬ 
lanced as required by state law and is 
not “uncontrollable or unmanage¬ 
able.” The district has operated with 
a deficit for several years except in 
1984-85, he said. 

Bedell noted that the school finan¬ 
cial problems are compounded this 
year with the expiration of all five 
school employee union contracts, in¬ 
cluding teachers, custodians and 
principals. 

Chris Powers, teachers’union pres¬ 
ident for the past seven years, said 
plans by the school board for elimi¬ 
nating a deficit budget are “nebulous 
and vague.” 

Powers was taught in the district 
for 18 years and presently teaches 


second grade at Hayti. 

“What disturbs me the most is these 
cutbacks are announced every year 
we have contract negotiations. It 
bothers me that Bedell divided the tot¬ 
al number of students by the total 
number of teachers. Actually, there 
are a number of counselors and spe¬ 
ciality teachers for computer, art, 
music and special education. You 
can’t count teachers who never have 
the average class size. A lot can be 
done with figures. And the teachers 
are thoroughly disgusted,” she said. 

Powers noted that the teaching 
staff is well established. “They take a 
lot of time and effort with their stu¬ 
dents. Many had initiated new curri¬ 
culum. We were beginning to feel 
much more positive about our stu¬ 
dents’ education. We dread what’s to 
come. Yet, we see the handwriting on 
the wall,” she said.

“We^ve had so many hard 
times,” said David Robinson of 
the University of Michigan. “I 
remember the first time I 
came to Romulus as a young 
teacher. I entered the corner 
drugstore and wanted a drink. 
They said I couldn’t have it. 
People in my age group know 
the progress that has been 
made. Youngsters may not 
realize this. 

“I’ve seen the darkest of 
days in Mississippi where hu¬ 
man rights were so limited. To 
come from where I’ve been and 
see what I’ve seen, there’s de¬ 
finitely been progress,” he 
said. 

Speakers often referred to 
Lorena Burton and many 
emphasized the impact she had 
on their lives. Burton was a 
Romulus resident who became 
the first black principal in the 
school system. She was also the 
first black teacher in Romulus 
and as a child, the first black 
student in the district.

The city of Romulus may en¬ 
list the help of a local paper i'e- 
cycling firm to solve a solid 
waste problem. 

Councilman Noah Bergeron 
reiterated Mayor Beverly 
McAnally’s contention that in 
10 years it will cost residents 
more to remove their rubbish 
than to educate their children 
during the regular meeting of 
the city council Monday 
evening. 

Ray Nelson of Nelson Paper 
Recycling on Smith Road since 
1933 appeared at the meeting to 
discuss the establishment of a 
local recycling program. 

His company is applying for 
a grant from the Clean Michi¬ 
gan Fund to help fund this prog¬ 
ram. “A recent recycling feasi¬ 
bility study for Wayne County 
declared Romulus as one of the 
many area communities to be a 
positive site. We would like to 


assist the city and begin a re¬ 
cycling program for paper pro¬ 
ducts,” he said. 

Responses from the mayor 
and members of council were 
extremely favorable. “Any¬ 
thing that lessons the city oper¬ 
ating costs would be benefi¬ 
cial,” Bergeron added. 

This program has been suc¬ 
cessful in diverting materials 
from the local landfill as well 
as helping local organizations 
raise money for projects. Nel¬ 
son said. 

McAnally added that as land¬ 
fills become full, the cost of dis¬ 
posing garbage increases and 
becomes a problem. 

In the future, each residence 


would use a separate container 
for paper, Nelson predicts. 

Downriver started the pro -f 
ject last year and Ann Arbot 
has been doing it for about five 
years. “The only things that 
would go in ultimately go in the 
garbage are non-recyclable 
materials. Paper recycling 
alone would reduce the solid 
waste problem by 27 percent,” 
he noted. 

“All we need is a site and 
community interest. We will 
provide the trailer. A recycling 
center could benefit many civic 
organizations for use as a fund 
raiser. This is an alternative to 
landfills, that’s most impor¬ 
tant,” Nelson concluded. 


Police arrest 2 after chase

Menton Street residents of 
Romulus recently awoke to 
police cars, sirens, flashlights 
and tracking dogs which 
swarmed their neighborhood 
when a high speed police chase 
ended on their block. 

Two Detroit men were 
arrested at the scene after 
three cars and a substantial 
amount of prescription drugs 
were reported stolen early that 
evening. 

Joseph Michael Marano, 22 
and Ronald Keith Myers, 20, 


were arrested by Romulus 
police who assisted Wayne 
County Sheriff deputies during 
the brief manhunt. Tracking 
dogs from Van Buren police 
were also enlisted. 

On the following day, Feb. 11, 
the two suspects were 
arraigned by Judge Henry 
Zaborowski in 34th District 
Court. A preliminary exam 
was waived and they were 
bound over to Circuit Court for 
a hearing on March 4.

Mayor Beverly McAnally's 
State of the City address at the 
February Chamber of Com¬ 
merce luncheon last Tuesday 
provided the attending city 
leaders with some positive food 
for thought. 

Her short speech highlighted 
several areas including in¬ 
creased land values, skyrock¬ 
eting building permits, low city 
taxes, an aggressive police de¬ 
partment and airport expan¬ 
sion. She also discussed the 
youth and drug problems. 

“I'm pleased to be among the 
people who make Romulus 
what it is. The main point I 
want to emphasize today is that 
the city of Romulus is finan¬ 
cially, politically and economi¬ 
cally doing very well,’’ she 
said. 

She noted that building per¬ 
mits were just 54,000 three 
years ago. Last year, 233,000 
were issued. The state equal¬ 
ized land value also rose 24 per¬ 
cent from $352 million in 1983 to 
an estimated $382 million ex¬ 
pected this year. 

“That’s a substantial in¬ 
crease. And we’re still able to 
operate the city on the lowest 
city millage rate in the state, 
9.2 mills. The city has a good 
tax base and that translates 
into good services for resi¬ 
dents. Romulus has seen spec¬ 
tacular change. 

“Out this window to the west, 
there are 1,000 acres owned by 
one or two people ready for de¬ 
velopment. It’s almost beyond 
the discussion and into the de¬ 
sign stage,” she said. 

She commented about air-

port growth and the decision by 
Northwest to make Metro the 
operation hub. She talked ab¬ 
out the airline parking project 
and the golden corridor along 
1-275 in southeast Romulus. She 
mentioned the Vining Road 
overpass, the Middlebelt inter¬ 
change and. the widening of 
Merriman Road. 

With only 25,000 residents, 
developers are not interested 
in building a shopping center. 

“Although this is an election 
year, there does not appear to 
major upheaval in the political 
scene.” she said. 

McAnally emphasized the 
need for stronger parental in¬ 
volvement, “unpleasant as it 
may be at times,” she added. 

“Romulus has a major suc¬ 
cess story to tell,” she said.

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Heart to heart 

Romulus family finds health and happiness

Although Clarence Morgan 
looks at life through the same 
brown eyes, he sees things dif¬ 
ferently now. 

Late last month, just in time 
for Valentine’s Day, the Romu¬ 
lus resident received a new 
heart. After two false alarms, 
the live,beating heart of 30- 
year-old auto accident victim 
was transplanted into Morgan. 

On Jan. 28, two surgical 
teams led by Dr. Michael Deep 
labored for four hours to per¬ 
form the 28th heart transplant 
operation at the University of 
Michigan Hospital. Dr. Carl 
Orringer was the cardiologist. 

“It changed my life,” came 
the obvious response from 41- 
year-old Morgan. “I’m doing 
super and I feel great. I owe my 
life to these guys,” he said. 

Morgan’s first major heart 
attack occurred at the age of 32 
while working afternoons in 
quality control at Kelsey 
Hayes. The second heart 
attack woke him out a sound 
sleep four years later in 1981. 
He then retired after 14 years of 
company service. 

“The problem, the doctors 
said, was congestive heart fai¬ 
lure. That’s when water builds 
up around the heart and it can’t

pump the blood. My weight was 
275 pounds. 

“I was always an active guy. 
I liked sports and never ex¬ 
pected I would have to baby 
myself. But for the next few 
years, two weeks of every 
month were spent in the hospit¬ 
al,” he explained. 

During most of last year, 
Morgan carried a beeper to 
notify him when a donor heart 

became available. While shop¬ 
ping last May, the first call 
came. He was on the operating 
table and the heart died. 

Several days later, he was 


called again. This time, doc¬ 
tors had opened his chest, but 
again, the donor heart died. 
Discouraged but not ready to 
give up, Morgan returned to his 
Orchard Street home where his 
wife, Arlene, and eight chil¬ 
dren waited. 

In January, the operation 
was finally a success. 

“This has been especially 
rough on my wife. It’s hard for 
her to accept whether I’m 
going to be around or not. We 
just celebrated our 25th wed¬ 
ding anniversary. Now maybe 
I will be here for our 50th. My 
kids are really happy. Because 


I’ve been sick a lot, we’ve been 
a close family. 

“There’s no reason I can’t 
live a full, normal, natural life 
like any 41-year-old. With prop¬ 
er diet, plenty of exercise and 
the medication, I should be 
okay. There has to be a ba¬ 
lance. It’s like walking a tight¬ 
rope,” he conceded. 

Morgan has already 
attended a party with other 
heart transplant patients. He 
looks forward to returning to 
work but “at a slower paced 
job. I miss the responsibility,” 
he said. 

He said the new heart works 
well. Two days after the opera¬ 
tion, Morgan was out walking 
around his bed. “Doctors told 
me I was doing great. I feel fan¬ 
tastic. The longest living heart 
transplant recipient is going 
strong after 17 years. I hope to 
break that record,” he stated 


if I saw anything. I said, ‘make 
sure you look around.’ It was 
about 2:30 a.m. Police were on 
the scene for about an hour and 
a half. 

“Right after they left, the one 
guy came up to back porch, 
pounded on the door and broke 
the screen. I ordered him away 
but he kept pounding and yell¬ 
ing. I grabbed a shotgun and 
some shells. If he broke the 
glass, I would have killed ’em. 
It was a harrowing experience. 
He stepped off the porch and 
my wife called the police in 
front,” he noted. 

The evening began, accord¬ 
ing to Wayne County Deputy 
Philip Jablonski, the arresting 
officer, in Westland where the 
first car was reported stolen at 
11 p.m. It was later abandoned 
with a flat tire in a parking 
structure at Metro Airport. 

“When a woman reported 
her car stolen at Metro, we 
found the stolen Westland car 
with the engine still warm. We 
were then notified that a car 
was in a Goddard Road ditch. It 


was that woman’s car. 

“Then at the international 
parking lot, a Northwest em¬ 
ployee reported that he saw 
two white males leaving at a 
high rate of speed in a Trans 
Am,” said Jablonski who pur¬ 
sued them from there. The two 
suspects first drove into Feder¬ 
al Screw Works and then into 
the Landing Strip parking lot in 
town. 

“At that point, one patrol car 
blocked the entrance and I 
blocked another. They drove 
over the parking curb and 
down Shook Road to Menton 
and lost control at Ozga Road. 
They fled on foot. We tackled 
one in the snow. 

‘ ‘The other one was pulled off 
a resident’s porch. Our guns 
were drawn,” he said. 

“Nobody went to sleep the 
rest of the night,” said Daw. 
“My kids kept asking if I would 
have killed him. It was quite a 
trauma for them. I was pre¬ 
pared to kill the kid. It scared 
the hell out of me. I look at 
things a little different now,” 
said Daw. 


Customers connect 
with new operator

Telephone customers in 
Romulus must learn a new pro¬ 
cedure when calling an oper¬ 
ator. Those nostalgic days of 
just dialing “0” for all your in¬ 
formational needs are over, 
effective immediately, accord¬ 
ing to Charlene Jones-Mitchell, 
corporate affairs manager for 
Michigan Bell. 

“Customers won’t notice any 
difference when placing direct- 
dialed calls,” she said. 

The change occurs when cus¬ 
tomers need operator assist¬ 
ance from a long distance com¬ 
pany. Customers must then 
dial “00” or “contact the long 
distance for instructions on 
how to place the call.” 

A Michigan Bell will handle 
the local operator service, and 
American Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph will begin providing its 


own operator service for long 
distance calls. The new service 
is the result of the breakup of 
the Bell system in 1984. 

During the next several 
months, about 700 long dis¬ 
tance operators who transfer¬ 
red from Michigan Bell to 
AT&T will return to operator 
offices throughout the state. 

Local “0” operators will 
answer such calls as collect, 
bill-to-third-number, person- 
to-person and requests for 
emergency assistance within 
the local area. 

“To avoid confusion, other 
long distance carriers may 
have notified their customers 
of this new service provided by 
AT&T,” said Jones-Mitchell 
who added that residents with 
services other than AT&T will 
not be serviced by the “00” 
operator. 

Customers in the 941 and 942 
exchanges will be affected.

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Smoothing out the future 


Monday, voters in Wayne will decide the 
fate of a millage increase in their city to fund 
the repair, replacement and resurfacing of 
roads within the city boundaries. 

While our economy still requires most tax¬ 
payers keep a close watch on any expendi¬ 
ture, we would urge Wayne voters to approve 
this increase as money well spent. The aver¬ 
age cost to each homeowner is estimated at 
$30 per year, and with that, city officials are 
promising to take care of problems that have 
been plaguing the municipality for years. 

The 10-year millage will fund a six-year 
road improvement program which includes 
work on Annapolis from Hubbard to Gloria, 
Forest from Howe to Eastlawn and the in¬ 
tersection Howe and Annapolis, Harroun. 
Richard. John, Stellwagen, Currier and Glov¬ 
er, Carlisle Parkway from Hubbard Road 
from Annapolis the Clinton. 

Additionally, several roads owned jointly 
by the city and county, such as Hannan Road 
from Van Born to the railroad, Howe Road 
between Van Born and Michigan Avenue, 
Hannan Road from Michigan Avenue Glen- 
wood and Van Born from Wayne to Venoy will 


receive much needed repaving and repair 
work. 

The county-owned roads will be financed 
through a 50-50 sharing agreement with the 
county, and would be good for all our local 
communities. 

Many of our residents drive these roads and 
intersections and they are pivotal to Wayne 
residents. The cost of new shock absorbers, 
tires and front-end alignments could easily 
outdistance the approximate $30 per year 
cost proposed by the city. 

Additionally, all the city streets will be sea-' 
led in a preventive maintenance effort, which 
may help offset the cost of repaving and re¬ 
pair in the future. 

Wayne city officials did not undertake this 
effort lightly, nor did they propose this pro¬ 
ject without a great deal of study and plan¬ 
ning. This effort would appear to be the best 
solution to a problem that each municipality 
has faced and will face in the future, and we 
would urge local citizens to support these 
efforts with their votes Tuesday.

Romulus 
councilman 
challenges 
‘whitewashing’ 

To The Editor: 

After reading your Romulus 
Roman editorial of Feb. 11,1987, 
regarding the current problems 
the city council and treasurer 
are experiencing, I could not 
help but to respond. 

I was very disappointed that 
when such an opinion was 
state, such a lack of information 
was obtained before writing 
such. I think the community de¬ 
serves more than “he’s a nice 
guy approach,” referring to the 
treasurer. 

Certainly, we in public life 
strive to do our best. Sometimes 
we are right, sometimes we are 
wrong. But when serious, and I 
mean serious damage, is done 
by an official who refuses to fol¬ 
low policy and refuses to abide 
by legally binding contracts 
with employee unions, you can¬ 
not just brush the situation off as 
lightly as you did in that edito¬ 
rial. 

The community of Romulus 
deserves more from its com¬ 
munity newspaper than to 
“smooth” things over. The peo¬ 
ple have a right to the truth. The 
people have a right to the facts. 

The actions to seek a court 
order to demand the treasurer, 
John Lewkowicz, to follow city 
policy and observe the contract 
provisions just wasn’t done at a 
whim. The action, which passed 
unanimously on council, came 
after many, many meetings, 
some very heated and res¬ 
trained by council. Every single 
opportunity was given the 
treasurer to comply. The deci¬ 
sion on further action rested 
with Lewkowicz. And in the end, 
council’s action was to go to 
court, our last resort. 


The Romulus City Council in 
effect is saying enough 
grievances; enough unfair 
labor charges; enough of civil 

rights suits. Council and the 
administration can no longer 
tolerate an official who hides be¬ 
hind the city charter, although 
Supreme Court rulings have set 
precedent in these types of mat¬ 
ters. It has cost the city plenty in 
defense of such an official. But 
even more sadly, the saga still 
drags on. 

City council and the adminis¬ 
tration have worked very close¬ 
ly during the last few eyars to 
help improve our image and im¬ 
prove our city. While the found¬ 
ation has been laid, the building 
and the fruits of those efforts 
will start bringing forth a better 
Romulus in the years ahead. As 
one of those leaders, I am very 
proud to have played a part in 
this plan to make Romulus a 
great city. 

We do not need such Neander¬ 
thal mentalities to weigh us 
down and stunt our growth be¬ 
cause of political bickering. 
That is why I made the motion to 
take it from our hands and put 
the judgement with the courts. 

While the Romulus treasurer 
refused entirely to cooperate 
with the efforts of city council 
and the Romulus administra¬ 
tion, hopefully the court will 
step in to make all departments 
equal whether it be the treasur¬ 
er’s office or whatever. There 
are rules, and there are rules. If 
every elected official inter¬ 
preted the city charter to fit his 
own needs, not only in Romulus, 
but everywhere, we would have 
chaos. 

The problem here is much 
more critical than what you 
have perceived in that editorial.

It began, I think, as a thank you. I opened a 
letter this week from a mother who wanted to 
thank the newspaper for printing the 
accounts of the trial and sentencing of a man 
who had sexually molested her daughter. 

In her letter, however, she felt compelled, I 
think, to share with me some of her heart¬ 
breaking agony as she examined her own 
feelings about the man who had violated her 
child, and traumatized a family for life. 

Child abuse is not a pretty subject, and yet 
it is one that seems to require our examina¬ 
tion and action. 

Every year children become the victims of 
sexual abuse perpetrated by those to whom 
they look with innocence and with trust for 
guidance and care. Sexual offenses against 
minors can happen with all manner of author¬ 
ity figures. Sometimes the assailant is a total 
stranger, neighbor, or family friend. It can be 
someone that is usually never considered 
capable of such an offense a policeman, 
teacher, minister or other such figure whom we 
are trained to trust. 

Too often, it is a member of the child's own 
family, and most often, their own parent. 

Sexual abuse of a child appears to me to 
have very little to do with the actual sex act, 
but rather the gratification of a perverted 
need to totally dominate and victimize 
another human being who is totally vulner¬ 
able. 

In a child's mind, feelings about adults are 
confused at best. When do I do what I am told? 
When do I rebel or disobey? How do I feel 
about these authority figures upon whom I 
am totally dependent for sustenance, shelter, 
and clothing? 

We all feel. I think, that we can readily 
understand the anger and rage we might feel 
if someone were to intrude ipto our lives, or 
enter our home, tamper with or take our pos¬ 
sessions without our consent. 

We can certainly understand as an adult the 


emotions that would be triggered by a physic¬ 
al assault upon our person, a rape, an attack 
by another upon us with a dangerous weapon, 
or the total anger we would feel if someone we 
knew or were close to were killed in a rob¬ 
bery, or assault. 

Those sort of intrusions into our lives by 
unwelcome perpetrators we all can no doubt 
relate to and see as a serious problem that 
society needs to confront and deal with. 

We have these feelings as fully grown 
adults who stand some chance of escaping 
from the clutches of our attacker. 

If we are in a bad marriage, society today 
tolerates a termination. If a burglar breaks a 
window and enters our home, we call the 
police, or if all else fails we defend our family, 
person and property by whatever means 
necessary. 

But what does a child do, a helpless, inno¬ 
cent, unsuspecting child. What do they do? 
Think about it. Who do they go to? Who do 
they ask? What do they say? Should they feel 
guilty? Are they at fault? And if the invader is 
a parent or other authority figure, it can be 
too much for a child to deal with. 

One’s sexual privacy is the most guarded 
place in the human psyche. To violate one’s 
most privileged sanctuary is a sin most high. 
Society cannot tolerate such abuses, and we 
cannot as a victim, an intruder, or a knowing 
third party allow such wrongdoing to con¬ 
tinue. 

The abuse of a child must be elevated in 
criminal status, and recognized as one of the 
most heinous crimes that mankind can com¬ 
mit against itself. Our children are our fu¬ 
ture, and victimization of an innocent child is 
a crime against us all. 

We each, as adults, must accept some re¬ 
sponsibility for the welfare of our future and 
that future rests with our children. We must 
each take our task seriously and do whatever 
we can to protect our destiny.

W hen somebody tells me I can’t 
do something, I say watch me.” 
said Kitty Davies from the kitch¬ 
en of her Van Buren Township 
home. 

Freshly baked cupcakes line the counter top 
and coffee perks in the background. She and her 
husband of 14 years, Joe, have four children. She 
just returned from dropping them off at school 
andthe rest of the day is hers. 

Kitty will be busy. 

Not only active in the school affairs of her chil¬ 
dren. she is president of the Belleville Area Inter¬ 
national Study Club which is part of the General 
Federation Women’s Club. ‘‘It’s the largest 
volunteer organization in the world,” she noted. 

She spent all last week scheduling a luncheon 
trip to Lansing which she refers to as Legisla¬ 
ture’s Day. In the week to come, the club mem¬ 
bers will be the guests of State Rep. Jim Kosteva. 

Her husband is the newly appointed police 
chief. She often assists him with speeches and 
presentations, when she has none of her own. 

As a self-taught artist with a steady hand and 
sharp eye, residents from the community often 
solicit her ability with various projects. ‘‘Next 
month is change-over month,” she said. ‘‘Our old¬ 
est will be a teenager and is so excited he can’t 
breathe. Joshua will be 13, Ginger, 12, Aaron, 11 
and Ellen, 10.” 

Kitty looks at life from just a slightly different 
perspective than most of us. She’s more positive, 
more outgoing, more personable. Why? 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: It has to be asked. 
Why are you in a wheelchair? 

DAVIES: When I was 12, I was having some 
lower back pains. The doctor who reminded me of 
Satan with his dark eyes and hair, said explora¬ 
tory surgery was the only solution. My parents 
felt he knew what he was doing. I never walked 
again. 

For the next six months, I received intensive 
therapy in a convalescent home. The doctor never 
explained why this happened. He said it would 
pass, that it was temporary. When I graduated 
from high school, I said I guess this is how it’s 
going to be. 

At that time and until the kids were born, I used 
crutches. Try to chase a 2 year old, change the 
diaper of a 1 year old and care for a newborn while 
trying to walk on crutches. I’ve been using a 
wheelchair since. 

ANP: How would describe your participation in 
the community? 

DAVIES: I’m a child of the 60s. I’m an interested 
onlooker but wanted to make some changes in the 
world, and the only way is through the education 
of our kids. It really bothers me there are so many

pregnant girls. They’re not learning anything and 
it's frustrating. I think this a bigger problem than 
drugs. Ignorance is a problem. 

Kids today have so much peer pressure and it’s 
so negative. Theirs’ is a different life. I polled my 
kids and three of the four said they have an actual 
fear of a nuclear war. So why make an effort, they 
say. You can’t change the world if you can’t 
change the kids. 

ANP: But your kids are pretty active, right? 

DAVIES: I have a chaotic household, controlled 
chaos that is. Three of the four are in the gifted 
program which our club brought to Van Buren 
Schools. They’re all artistic. The boys are music¬ 
al like their father and the girls are more like me. 
Joe and I encourage the kids to do what they want. 

The boys decided to form a rock band and their 
dad couldn’t be happier. Now they have some¬ 
thing more in common. They all have excellent 
voices. The girls sing like me, off key. 

ANP: How many hours do you spend with your 
volunteer work? 

DAVIES: The Study Club volunteers in many 
areas. The GFWC of Michigan owns Girls Town 
on Quirk Road, a shelter for abused teenagers. 
We sponsor the Giving Tree, where Christmas 
gifts are provided to underprivileged youth. We 
were instrumental in forming the Historical Soci¬ 
ety. A priority for the club now is water safety. 
The 12-year-old boy who drowned last summer 
lived a few doors down. We want to explain to the 
little kids, kindergarten through third grade, you 
don’t go near water without mom and dad. Some¬ 
times I work 18 hours a day on a project. I didn’t 
realize how much time and responsibility the Job 
as president is. I’m not a detail person. 

ANP: What else do you like to do? 

DAVIES: I’m a wild telephoner. If I have a 

question, I call someone. Our bill is terribly high. 
Just last week I called the British Embassy. 

My big dream when I was younger and is still 
now, to travel around the world. I became a 
keypunch operator after high school for that 
reason, to get a job anywhere. I was living and 
working in San Francisco before 1 married. I’m a 
gypsy, but I married a tree who likes to take root. 
But he’s a great guy and I can handle it.

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Dealers look to new market 


Car dealerships aren't oblivious to the 
whims and tastes of the consumer. In 
fact, most dealerships are so in tune with 
the realities of pleasing the populace that 
the sales staff at these businesses must 
undergo continual training to learn what is 
at the “heartbeat of America" from one 
day to the next. 

Dennis Hite, sales manager at Mark 
Chevrolet in Wayne, said that all people 
must be treated differently when they 
come in to buy their new car. For, as Hite 
put it. it’s the knowledge of the consumer 
that might be the key to a sale. 

“It's up to the salesman to figure out 
what the person wants in a car. He has to 
read the person." said Hite. “Men and 
women are different. Women are a little 
bit more picky, but if you can get a man 
excited about buying a car, it’s a lot easier 
to sell the car." 

In general. Hite said the basis to car 
sales is practicality for most consumers. 
Thus, he said, young, carefree car buyers 
opt for the sports cars and the fancier 
models. Men with families, however, sac¬ 
rifice the looks and beauty for space and 
comfort, while women generally stick tc 


an economical, practical approach what¬ 
ever their situation. 

“I have found that women are far less 
concerned with color than men are. You 
could switch a color and possibly make 
the sale with a woman. Not so with a 
man," said Hite. “A man wants more of 
the flashiness and showiness. He wants to 
look good in his car." 

Although the auto industry is still a 
man's market, industry analysts predict 
that the female crowd will take the lead 
by the year 1990. Hite said. Because of 
this, many automakers have begun all- 
out campaigns to target the female sales 
and design their marketing strategies 
accordingly. 

'Right now I would say it's a 70-30 mix 
locally, 70 percent men and 30 percent 
women who buy cars," explained Hite. 
“On a whole, it's probably more like 55-45 
in favor of the men. But they’re saying 
that by the year 1990, the women will be in 
the majority mainly because of there 
being more women in the work force and 
more women concerned with their 
careers."

Valet parker sees autos by the dozens

Randy Wade knows a lot about people. 
He could reveal deep dark secrets about 
some of the top Ford Motor Co. execu¬ 
tives. Gov. James Blanchard and Thomas 
Hearns have also been unable to hide from 
his scrutiny. 

Wade doesn’t base his appraisals on 
permanent friendships, face-to-face 
meetings or publicity hype. He learns ab¬ 
out people when he parks their cars. 

A professional car valet by trade, Wade 
presently plys his driving skills at the Chi¬ 
cago Road House in Dearborn, a favorite 
meeting spot of many of the top corporate 
executives in the area. He parks, he esti¬ 
mates, about 150 cars a night, and has his 
own criteria for judging the character of 
his clientele. 

Horror stories about squealing tires, 
radios blaring and valets taking joy rides 
are not any part of Wade’s repertoire. He 
has, however, had his share of embarras¬ 
sing and humorous moments during his 
professional career. 

“I don’t know how it happened, but I 
was parking the car of a big shot from 
Ford Motor Company. It was winter and I 
wore big boots. Anyway, I gave the car too 
much gas, squealed the tires and left the 


guy in a cloud of smoke. Luckily, he 
laughed. You usually just don’t do those 
things in front of the customer,” Wade 
explained. 

Wade’s professional conduct dictates 
that he touches nothing in the car while 
he’s parking or retrieving it for a custom¬ 
er, but, he admitted, it’s difficult not to 
form some opinions of people when you 
get into their automobile. 

“I can’t believe how some people take 
care of their cars. I often have to remind 
people that the oil light is on,” he said. He 
has one regular customer who has earned 
the name “Pig Pen” based solely on the 
discovery of children’s footprints on the 
ceiling of the Lincoln Continental. 

People at one time or another have ac¬ 
cused the valet of anything from stolen 
hub caps, paint chips or dents. “Cars 
leave the parking lot in the condition they 
arrived. After being here so long, they 
trust me. And besides, we have liability 
insurance,” he said. 

“I’m not going to get into the money 
thing, but often the people who you expect 
to leave a better tip, don’t. A lot of big 
business people come here. I don’t know 
all their names and it’s.probably just as 
well,” he conceded. 

And then there was the time a Ford man 


drove off in the wrong car and called a 
half hour later. "There were two identical 
station wagons and he demanded that 
one.’ At the time, it wasn't funny,” he 
said. 

Modern technology offers a new set of 
problems with valet parking. He ex¬ 
plained, “With those automatic door 
locks, the chances of locking the keys in¬ 
side are greater. Light switches and wip¬ 
er blades are never in the same place. 
You turn one thing and everything goes 
on.” 

During his career, Wade has developed 
a love affair with the Jaguar. “That’s my 
favorite car. But a car’s a car. You can’t 
take them home with you,” he said. Along 
the way, he’s parked a DeLorean, a Lam- 
borgini and a “couple of Rolls,” which, he 
said, “are unusual. They’re not that out¬ 
rageous but you have to watch them.” 

Prior to becoming a professional car 
valet, Wade was a data processor oper¬ 
ator at Xerox Company. But cars, all 
kinds of them, are his real love. Parked in 
his own driveway are an ’81 Thunderbird, 
a ’65 Chevrolet Impala convertible, a 650 
Kawaskai motorcycle, a ’78 Ford pickup 
truck and a ’78 Grand Marquis. 

“I collect,” he said. “I have to admit, I 
have a thing about cars.”

With all the recent talk about 
the placement of import quotas 
on imported foods, wines and 
cheeses that will be happening 
soon in the United States, now 
is the time to stock up and enjoy 
the wonderful flavors of true 
Swiss cheese. 

You might think that Swiss 
cheese is Swiss cheese is Swiss 
cheese, but did you know that 
Austria makes “swiss” , 
cheese? “Swiss" cheese as we 
know it can even come from 
lower Wisconsin! (Rumor has 
it that the makers must wear 
lederhosen while preparing the 
cheese.) 

First, to dispel all previous 
notions you ever had about 
“swiss" cheese, let me inform 
you that the correct name for 
“swiss" cheese, is EMMEN- 
TAL (Em-men-tall). If you are 
looking to purchase real 
“swiss" cheese, it must say so 
on the rind, and it must taste 
like it on the tongue. In all hon¬ 
esty, domestic “swiss" is the 
better buy, and although it 
lacks a certain “tang," the 
domestic variety is acceptable 
in making fondues, sauces and 
always tastes great with ham 
on rye. 

Cheese is Switzerland's num¬ 
ber one export. Some 1,600 loc¬ 
al dairies and co-ops are en¬ 
trusted to making this. I’ll 
bet you didn't know that it 
takes an average of 80 cows to 
produce the 220 gallons of milk 
per day to make one, 180-pound 
wheel of Emmental. From the 
time that the milk from this 
morning and last evening are 
mixed, rennet added and 
coagulation achieved, it will 
take anywhere from six to ten 
months until you can cut a nice 
slice of holey, nutty Emmental 
cheese. 

But why the holes, you ask? 
Contray to popular belief, lit¬ 
tle white-haired ladies do not 
sit around card tables sipping 
schnapps while punching holes 
in the large wheels of cheese. In 
the coagulation period, a cer¬ 
tain fermentation takes place 
which causes little pockets of 
air to form throughout the 
cheese. This also enhances ag¬ 
ing as more of the flavors can 
be evenly distributed through¬ 
out the wheels by means of 
these tiny holes. 

Aha! Did you also realize 
that there are other “Swiss" 
cheeses that can be easily 
found in the grocery? Gruyere 
is the second cheese in Switzer¬ 
land that bears no relation to 
those little, foil-wrapped 
wedges that are “tossed in" to 
gift baskets to make the receiv¬ 
er think he’s getting something 
special. Real Gruvere takes its 
name from the picture post¬ 
card village of Gruyere, com¬ 
plete with castle, folk dances 
and gift shoppes. These 
cheeses are half the size of 
Emmental (77 pounds), a bit 
softer, a bit smoother on the 
tongue, perhaps a bit stronger 
and with much smaller holes. 

The same “swiss" context 
but with a less subtle “nutty" 
flavor that lends itself well to 
cooking makes the best pizza

cheese in the world and is al¬ 
ways fun to eat because of it’s 
stringiness. 

Another “Swiss" cheese im¬ 
ported from Switzerland that is 
scarce in this area, but when 
found is a true delight to the 
palate - is SBRINZ. (BR-INS) 
The “s” is silent but the flavor 
is as boisterous as a roomfull of 
drunken Wisonsinites making 
cheese. This cheese takes 
almost two years to mature, 
and most Swiss use it not as a 
cooking cheese, but as an 
accompaniment to a glass of 
wine or grated over dishes. 

This cheese melts without 
getting stringy, and, if found 
locally, you expect to pay more 
that $7 per pound because of the 
rarity. 

Last but not least, check out 
Sapsago Swiss. This cheese is 
hard, rock hard, even harder. 
It’s harder than Parmesan but 
does it ever pack a wallop of 
taste! It has a greenish cone 
and is a triumph freshly grated 
over spaghetti. If your spaghet¬ 
ti needs something to wake it 
up. Sapsago is the cheese to do 
it. When I see it in the local 
market, I purchase small 
blocks that freeze well, espe¬ 
cially in airtight burpable con¬ 
tainers. 

Purchase it or cut it into 
small blocks before freezing as 
then you can use just what you 
need and save the rest for later. 
Sapsago is great stirred into 
spaghetti sauces and ragouts 
but a little too powerful grated 
onto salads. 

So next time you're in line at 
the deli and you want some 
“swiss" cheese, specify some¬ 
thing with “Switzerland" 
stamped on the rind. You won’t 
be disappointed!

SWISS FONDUE 

V 2 pound Swiss cheese, 
grated 

1 V 2 tablespoons flour 
1 clove garlic, smashed 
1 cup dry white wine 
dash nutmeg 

dash hot pepper sauce 
(Tabasco) 

3 tablespoons Kirsch 
(optional) 

Dredge cheese with the flour. 
Rub pan or chafing dish with 
the garlic. Discard garlic. Pour 
wine into the pan, heat until 
almost boiling. Stir with a fork 
and add cheese by the handful.

Your opinion , please 

Marketing group rides high on consumer whims

Phyllis Bagley loves opinions. In fact, 
she loves other people’s views so much 
that she has devoted her entire career to 
finding what makes people tick. 

Bagley is the manager of E. Freidman 
Marketing Inc. in Westland, one of a 
growing number of consumer testing 
agencies in the Detroit area. A part of the 
industry which features taste tests, hu¬ 
man-opinion polls and surveys, Bagley 
has been asking other people’s opinions 
for more than 19 years. 

“This really is a growing industry to¬ 
day. Twenty years ago it wasn’t so big. 
We started out kind of small,’’ said Bag- 
ley. “Now just in the malls, we have 17 
stores.” 

What is consumer testing? For many 
consumers, market research is the hid¬ 
den cameras in the coffee commercials, 
the infamous Pepsi Challenge and the 
“blind” taste tests on television. But to 
Bagley, market research takes on a diffe¬ 
rent appearance. 

“What we are trying to do is find out in 
advance what people think of new pro¬ 
ducts. We test products to find out which 
will make it in the market,” Bagley ex¬ 
plained. “We don’t do any analyzing, we 
just do the research.” 

To complete their mission, employees 
at E. Freidman Marketing take hold of 
their clipboards and take their posts at a 
busy intersection of a shopping mall to 
have shoppers complete a survey. Or, the 
employees might return to the office with 
the consumer to complete a taste test, 
arrange an in-home product trial or show 
a proposed television commercial on the 
video cassette recorder. In short, whatev¬ 
er surveying method it takes to arrive at 
an opinion is the method that will be used, 
Bagley said. 

Market research is an art, Bagley ex¬ 
plained, and is not a job for everyone. 
When asking for opinions, workers find 
that not everyone is always eager to help

products most people would suspect. In¬ 
stead, she said, improvements to existing 
products or a slight variation of them is 
the main item Bagley puts to the test. 

“Right now we’re doing surveys. We re 
testing undergarments, patent cold re¬ 
medies, frozen treats. We just finished 
doing a corn chip,” said Bagley. “Mostly 
we test any product that the masses are 
using. If you come out with a gimmick, it 
really doesn’t warrant the amount of 
money it costs to do a survey. 

“What you’re looking for is if the pepple 
notice a change. It can be the taste of 
something, the way it looks or even the 
container it comes in. These things can 
make a big difference for the success of a 
new product.”

out, she said, and most fail to initially 
provide answers more in-depth than 
“yes 4 ” and “no.” 

“You get people who have a natural 
curiosity to this type of thing, and you get 
people who don’t want to be involved at 
all,” said Bagley. “And then you get peo¬ 
ple who want you to stop them just so they 
can reject you. You get all types,” said 
Bagley. 

Although her work involves the testing 
of new products, Bagley said that most 
items aren’t the farfetched, fad-type of

After 19 years, 
Bagley will admit 
that she has seen her 
share of products 
that she knew would 
not go over “big” in 
the marketplace. 
And, although ana¬ 
lysing the research 
results is not her job, 
Bagley said it is in¬ 
teresting to see how 
her reaction to pro¬ 
ducts compares to 
that of others. 

“I’ve seen some 
pop come in here 
with some really un¬ 
usual flavors - licor¬ 
ice and different 
strengths of it - that I 
knew just wouldn’t 
be a hit. But, as far as 
specific products, we 
really don’t know 
what we are testing 
when it comes in. 
Usually it just has a 
label with a letter on 
it or some other iden¬ 
tification,” Bagley 
said. 

Even after 19 
years, Bagley hasn’t 
yet tired of hearing 
other people’s opin¬ 
ions. No, she said, the 
market research 
business is just now 
in full swing, and she 
plans to be a part of 
the business for 
many years down the 
road. 

“I think market re¬ 
search is here to 
stay. As long as they 
are expanding pro¬ 
ducts and there is so 
much competition, 
the only way to mar¬ 
ket a product will be 
to first test it to see if 
there is a need for it,” 
said Bagley. “After 


you’ve been doing 
something for 19 
years, you have to 
like it more than you 
dislike it. I have al¬ 
ways said that if you 
have a job paying $1 
an hour, give them 
$1.10, don’t give them 
90 cents. 

“That has always 


been my philosophy, 
and 1 guess that’s 
what keeps me 
going. It’s an in¬ 
teresting job because 
there is always 
something new.” 

But then again, 
that description of 
her job is only an 
opinion.

Confusion seems to be surfac¬ 
ing in the financial markets. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
seems to be caught in a bind.

T hirty years of experi¬ 
ence and personal 
attention, accompa¬ 
nied by excellent service, are the uni¬ 
que trademarks of Westland Lock 
andKey, at 35665 Ford Road. 

“The key company was started ab¬ 
out 30 years ago in a small room of a 
small house in Wayne/’ explained 
Janet Sanders Crawford, daughter of 
the entrepreneurs who began the 
business. 

“My mother and father, Betty and 
Chuck Sanders, started the Sanders 
Westland Lock and Key Company in 
1957. My father, at the time was a 
Wayne policeman and my mother, a 
domestic engineer, Crawford ex¬ 
plained. 

“I being the youngest of three daugh¬ 
ters, one who went on to pursue a civil 
service career and the other who is 
currently employed at the shop, feel 
we owe them some recognition for 
their hard start in the business and 
their great success 30 years later.” 

The small room where the business 
began served its purpose and, accord¬ 
ing to Crawford, the time came to ex¬ 
pand. “The small room on the side of 
the house served as the shop for five 
years. As the family grew, the need for 
more room was definitely a necessi¬ 
ty.” The family wasted no time in find¬ 
ing a more suitable location, according 
to Crawford. “Chuck and Betty moved 
the family to another home in Wayne, 
one that would better suit the size of the 
family.” 

The family’s first big break came 
about nine years after the business was 
first opened, Crawford said. “Finally, 
one day in 1966, my father Chuck found 
a building on Ford Road, it was an old 
carpet store.” Crawford said she has 
fond memories of people pulling 
together to get the building in shape. “I 
remember my dad hiring kids from the 
local neighborhood to help restore the 


building.” Crawford also remembers 
how times have changed since then. 
“To this day, 1 remember him (her 
father) buying lunch for everyone. We 
bought 13 Brays hamburgers in a bag, 
for a buck,” she said. 

Since then, according to Crawford, 
the business has flourished. “So every¬ 
thing really took off from there on 
through.” Along with a great business, 
Crawford said there was another 
bonus as well. “My mother ran the 
shop and became one of the first lock¬ 
smiths in the state, while my dad went 
out to drum up business.” It wasn’t 
long, Crawford said, before the family 
needed more help. “In a short period of 
time, they (her mother and father) 
hired a couple of employees.” 

According to Crawford, she started 
working at the shop in the mid-70s. “I 
started working for the company in 
1974, after school I would come in and 
clean.” It didn’t take long until Craw¬ 
ford received full-time status, she said. 
“Two years later I graduated and 
started working full-time, gradually 
picking up the trade.” 

Crawford said that since she mar¬ 
ried, her mother and father have been 
able to semi-retire. “I married in 1977 
and my husband, Neal, became in¬ 
terested in locksmithing. Being a tool 
and die tradesman, he picked up the 
business well. Now, 10 years later, 
Neal and I are running the business 
while my mother and father are what 
they call semi-retired,” she said. 

• Crawford explained that she has 
hopes of passing the trade on to her two 
children, as her parents did for her. 
“My mother and father were two dedi¬ 
cated people who had a dream and 
worked hard to make that dream come 
true, and it’s to them I would like to 
dedicate this article,” she said. 

Westland Lock and Key will always 
provide the service that was the 
trademark of her parents, Crawford 
said. “My husband and I want to 
assure everyone that the same person¬ 
al level of service will be given to our 
customers now, just as it has in the 
past 30 years,” Crawford said.B

Demmers drive into 
dealership legacy

W hen Jack Demmer 
and partner wanted to 
open an auto deal- 
in 1957, none of the major auto com¬ 
panies listened. 

Today, however, everyone listens. 
Demmer began his career in the 
auto-sales business in the 1950s, work¬ 
ing for his father who owned a used car 
dealership in Detroit. Infatuated with 
the idea of owning his own new car 
dealership, Demmer and his partner 
opened an Edsel showroom at the cor¬ 
ner of Wayne Road and Glenwood in 
what was then Nankin Township. 

“When we were looking for a new car 
dealership, we were trying to get a 
Pontiac dealer, but we couldn't get an 
answer,” explained Demmer of his 
start. “We approached the other com¬ 
panies and finally were given the 
chance of opening an Edsel dealership 
in either Wayne, Detroit or Dearborn. 
We chose Wayne.” 

With $20,000 capital each, Demmer 

and. his partner, drove into the auto 


business full force. Three years later, 
the twosome sold the Edsel franchise 
and bought out a Ford/Mercury deal¬ 
ership in South Lyon. In 1963, the two 
sold that operation in order to by Clar¬ 
ence Bell Ford in Wayne. 

In September 1964, Demmer moved 
his Ford dealership to the building 
currently owned by the Associated 
Newspapers. The partners main¬ 
tained a sharp business growth period 
at that location, and in 1969 moved to 
the present site of the auto dealership 
at Michigan Avenue and Newburgh 
Road in Wayne. 

Family-ownership was Demmers 
main goal, and in 1975 he bought his 
partner’s half of the operation. Today, 
two sons play important roles in the 
future of the company and the goal of 
family ownership - Bill, vice presi¬ 
dent and part owner; and Jimmy, 
secretary/treasurer and also a part 
owner. 

T think one of the big things you get 
out of owning a business is the satisfac¬ 
tion,” Demmer explained. T got to see 
my own business grow, and now I'm 
seeing my sons come in and build their 
own clientele.

And what his grandfather didn’t 
teach him, his parents Lee and Helen 
did. Julius had three children. Lee was 
one of the two sons who always main¬ 
tained a hand in the business. Early on 
he passed the reins to his only son Bob. 

“My dad is included in the state and 
national Horseshoe Hall of Fame. And 
he’s still pitching. “The point is we’re 
horse people. We sell them. We sell 
supplies needed to work with them. At 
one time or another, we’ve bred or 
shown all registered horse breeds,” he 
said. 

He modestly noted that last year, 
one of their novicp horses won first 
place in the state for cattle cutting. 
Points from several horse shows were 
accumulated during the year. 

“Cutting is a demonstration of a 
horse’s ability to separate one steer 
from the group. As you can see from 
this picture, I ride the horse myself,” 
he said referring to a photo of himself 
at that competition with the award¬ 
winning horse, “Poeo Remedy Doc.” 

Jacobs added that he rode the rodeo 
for 10 years, traveled with a wild west 
show and at one time, operated a quar¬ 
ter horse ranch in southern Missouri.

Grosses delve into 
an 'oily' business

L ubemart on Michi¬ 
gan Avenue in Wayne 
not only extends the 
life of the owner’s car but allows its 
owner more time to enjoy life. It’s the 
latest trend in auto care, the 10-minute 
oil change, according to owner Linda 
Gross. 

Gross manages the store she and her 
f ^mily built almost three years ago. 
She said her husband, Dick, was a 
backyard mechanic “who has worked 
on cars forever.” 

“Dick and my oldest son would buy 
an old car for $99, repair and sell it at a 
profit. He’s always been self- 
employed. This is a family-run busi¬ 
ness. We built the building. Every¬ 
body, all eight kids, helped. My 13- 
year-old daughter was in there swing¬ 
ing a pick. Even my 6-year-old son got 
out there to push rocks into a pile,” 
Gross explained. 

She admits the innovative business 
is lucrative. “We looked at several 
types of quick oil operations and 
chose the best from each. After we 
studied them for a year, we broke 


ground for this building,” she said. 

Gross manages the day-to-day op¬ 
erations. She knows how to do “every¬ 
thing,” she said. “If I have problems. 
I’m not afraid to ask for help.” 

The importance of an oil change can¬ 
not be underestimated, Gross noted. 
“Oil cleans the engine. Most cars 
should have the oil changed every 3,000 
miles. That will extend the life of the 
car by 62 percent. Oil not only lubri¬ 
cates, but cleans, cools and seals 187 
different engine parts. For the engine 
to run properly, the oil must not be too 
heavy or dirty as it slows down and 
strains the engine,” she explained. 

Lubemart offers any combination of 
fast services. The oil change with filter 
costs $14.95, that with a lube job costs 
$16.95. “For the full service of $18.95, 
we change the oil, give a lube job, 
check the fluids, the battery and oil the 
hinges. All this in 10 minutes. We’re not 
pizza-pizza, but this is the average 
time. Some definitely take longer,” 
Gross said. 

Recycled oil is definitely not used, 
she stressed. “We rent the Pennzoil 
sign and use their oil. However, a vari¬ 
ety of oil is available to the customer. 
Whatever they want,” she said. ■

Foxes take ‘parts’ 
in growing trade

oseph R. Fox re¬ 
turned from Califor¬ 
nia last year with a 
national award recognizing his busi¬ 
ness as beautiful, best looking and 
most improved. 


‘That's quite an achievement,” said 
son Jim, who with brother. Joe, and 
dad, runs the family business. Fox 
Auto Parts on Rawsonville Road in 
Belleville. 

In reality, the award came as less of 
a surprise to family members who con¬ 
stantly struggle to be the best, than the 
stereotyped conception of this type of 
business establishment. 

The Fox family has been in business 
for more than 20 years. Two years ago, 
they opened Fox Auto Parts, a state-of- 
the-art facility. In short. Fox admitted, 
this is hardly your typical junkyard. 

The experienced mechanic as well 
as the Saturday mechanic can find all 
the new, used and rebuilt parts they 
could need, at the facility, according to 
Fox. 

“My dad's first project was a 1958 
Chevrolet. During those early years. 


the business consisted of buying and 
repairing automobiles, one at a time, 
restoring them for resale. Any parts 
left over would also be resold. He con¬ 
verted a garage for his office. It was 
modest, but sufficient for the time,” 
Fox explained. 

As the family grew, so did the busi¬ 
ness. Of the five children in the Fox 
family, only two of the four sons fol¬ 
lowed their father’s footsteps in the 
business. All have competed a college 
education and at one time or another, 
worked for their dad part-time. 
“Education in this business is self- 
taught,” said Fox. 

‘‘Expansion was eminent,” said one 
family member. “Teletype circuits 
were installed which helped the busi¬ 
ness reach a broader market and in¬ 
crease sales. The company incorpo¬ 
rated in 1973, but still lacked some vital 
ingredients for continued successful 
growth.” 

The business was formerly located 
on a gravel road with limited space 
and poor retail exposure. “We en¬ 
visioned a location with more poten¬ 
tial,” Fox said. 

In 1984, they purchased the present 
25-acre site. They sought input from 
several salvage yards, local, state and

local township officials and by Nov. 1, 
1985, business was ready for operation. 

Fox Auto Parts is now on a paved 
road, with “greatly improved retail 
exposure and storage capacity. The 
employee workforce doubled.- 

“We offer the professional approach 
at a junkyard. All car parts, new, used 
or rebuilt, are dismantled and re¬ 


corded in a computer. The result is bet¬ 
ter inventory control. Product lines 
have been expanded so customers can 
purchase any item needed for car re¬ 
pair. Example: when a customer buys 
a used motor, we sell the oil, filters, 
spark plugs, distributor caps and so on, 
that they may need. All this in the com¬ 
fort of an air conditioned showroom,”

Firm restores auto beauty

I s your car in need of 
help? Has rust or col¬ 
lision damage turned 
your pride and joy into an embarrass¬ 
ment, a black sheep, your “let’s take 
your car instead’’ excuse? If so, 
there’s a business in the area that spe¬ 
cializes in refurbishing or protecting 
your car. 

Davis Autobody Craftsmen Inc., 
7500 Cogswell Road in Romulus, offers 
the experience of 50 years in the auto¬ 
body business to all its customers. 
Davis Autobody was founded by Steve 
and his wife “Red” Davis in 1937, and 
was known as “Davis Collision Ser¬ 
vice.” 

According to Kathy Darfler, an em¬ 
ployee at Davis Autobody, the early 
days of the company were somewhat 
cramped. “In the post-depression era, 
a temporary garage was erected that 
served as living quarters, and the front 
yard was the bodyshop.” The same 
quality service and family atmosphere 
that exists today at Davis Autobody 
was around then, too, according to 
Darfler. 

“The first clients often brought their 


families along to picnic while their 
cars were being bumped out,” Darfler 
explained, as the auto shop is located 
on six wooded acres. 

In the 50s, according to Darfler, 
Davis Autobody worked hard to fight 
rust. “Back in the early 50s, headlights 
were mounted in buckets and moisture 
could build up there. It only took a year 
or so until the headlight would cave in 
or fall off.” Darfler said Davis Auto¬ 
body, assisted by others, developed a 
revolutionary product. “We invented 
the first rustproofing in the area, we 
worked with chemists from Michigan 
Bell to develop it,” she said. According 
to Davis Autobody, the auto industry, 
up to that point, had only offered an 
undercoating or sound-deadening 
material which trapped moisture and 
made rust problems even worse. 

Quality and customer satisfaction 
are very important to Davis Autobody 
Craftsmen Inc. According to Darfler, 
the company made special efforts in 
the early 60s to satisfy the customers. 
“In the early 60s, we had a mobile rust¬ 
proofing unit. We would go to the cus¬ 
tomers and do the rustproofing service 
for them, instead of them having to 
come here." Quality is a very big con¬ 
cern, according to Darfler. “We really 
stand behind everything we do, quality 



is everything to us.” 

In 1967 the Davis’ retired and the 
Bushrows’ incorporated the business, 
changing the name to Davis Autobody 
Craftsmen Inc. Ray Bushrow, the own¬ 
er and president of the company began 
working for Davis in 1947, when he met 
Bev Davis, the oldest daughter. The 
two were married and eventually 
purchased the company from Steve 
Davis in 1969. 


Vice president of the company, Scott 
Bushrow, said Davis Autobody Crafts¬ 
men Inc., has some interesting plans 
for the future. “We are looking at ex¬ 
panding an additional 3,500 feet, to put 
in a high production painting facility.” 
The additional 3,500 feet would bring 
the company to a total of 16,500 square 
feet of operating space. Bushrow said 
there are also plans for improving the 
existing building. “We want to reface 
the entire front of the building.”
